Grayling Township offers 


With an unemployment — rate 
lingering near the double digits, 
Grayling Township has taken a 
giant step im securing jobs for it’s 
residents in the immediate future.

Jennifer Granholm has proposed that 
Michigan adopt a standard curriculum 
for all Michigan high schools. 

“With Michigan’s economic future on 
the line, we can’t afford to have our 500 
local school districts marching in differ- 
ent directions,” Gov. Granholm said. 

‘Instead we need a high standards, 
mandatory curriculum to get all our stu- 
dents on the road to higher education 
and a good paying job.” 

- So far, the only state curriculum 
requirement is a civics class. After that, 


it’s up to the local district to decide what- 


courses to offer and to require for gradu- 
ation. 

_ Several other states have uniform 
requirements in some areas of study, 
such as math or science, but in Michigan 
the only guarantee that a high school 
graduate has completed any class is that 
he/she has studied government in some 
fashion.

IN MY VIEW, the governor makes a 
good point. 

It’s reasonable to expect that when a 
high school diploma is conferred, the 
graduate has at least been exposed to 
some broader areas of learning than only 
civics, 

A broad but strait jacketed course of 
study alike for every student would not 
be such a good idea, because one size 
certainly does not fit all, especially 
among teenagers who have a broad 
range of backgrounds, interests, abili- 
ties, likes and dislikes. 

But perhaps a minimum core curricu- 
lum alike across the state — similar to 
what many high schools establish for 
their own local requirements — might be 
a good idea. 

Required study of math, basic science, 
government, at least American history, 
perhaps a taste of the arts comes to mind, 
perhaps in some combination. 


standards, and reserve most of the deci- 
sion making to local school boards and 
administrators, who know their students 
and their communities much better than 
state officials, even those who may be 
elected. 

Gov. Granholm’s continued pitch that 
every student in Michigan should be des- 
tined for college, in my opinion, may be 
an idealistic approach, but it falls apart 
in reality. 

Some kids just are not cut out for 
higher education, and would be happier 
and more productive in some other type 
of lifetime work for which college is not 
required, It is not wise to try to force 
expensive higher education where it is 
neither needed nor wanted. 

But whether a graduate leaves high 
school in Ishpeming or in Inkster, we 
should expect he/she has at least been 
exposed to the same basic knowledge 
somewhat beyond civics only. 

* * * 


IN ONE SENSE, the state already dic- 


tates what local districts teach and what 
things students should learn and when 
they should learn them. 

The statewide MEAP test has been 
administered for a number of years now 
as a tool to measure how local school 
districts are accomplishing their tasks of 
education and to rate a school district’ s 
educational efficiency. 

As a result, local districts often “teach 
to the MEAP” by emphasizing instruc- 
tion in the specific areas which the test- 


ing measures that year in that grade. This: 


can skewer what classes local districts 
choose to offer. 

The MEAP may change in the near 
future, however, due to legislation to 
replace it with a nationally recognized 
college entrance exam, such as ACT or 
SAT, but it looks like state-mandated 
testing of some sort is here to stay. 

Fewer and fewer choices are left to 
local school boards any more, due partly 
to union contracts and mostly to federal 
and state standards for schools, many of

which are tied to financial reimburse- 
ment. 

One district, for example, explains its 
failure to provide bottled water for 
school lunches along with milk and pop 
because the federal school lunch pro- 
gram will not reimburse for water but it 
will for milk and pop. So, no bottled 
water is available. 

So many of their actions are circum- 
scribed already that about the most 
important job a school board has these 
days is to work for millage and con- 
struction bond issue elections. 

That’s why I hesitate to endorse an 
idea that removes any more discretion 
from local schools, but the Granholm 
plan for a basic graduation requirement, 
if it stays at a minimum level, still seems 
like a good idea.

Michigan is helping to quench 
the thirst of those affected by 
Hurricane Katrina by increasing 
diversion of Great Lakes water 
for bottled water being shipped 
to Louisiana. 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm has 
issued a directive that allows 
more water to be taken from 
aquifers so Mecosta County's 
Ice Mountain Spring Water Co., 
a subsidiary of Nestle Waters of 
North America Inc., and about 
20 other bottling plants may 
increase their production of bot- 
tled water and send it to victims 
in the Gulf. 

Earlier this year, Granholm 
limited the amount of water that 
the plants can withdraw and 
restricted sale of the water to 
only the Great Lakes Basin, 
made up of Michigan and parts 


of. Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York, 


Quebec and Ontario. This lat- 
est directive, which may last 
until Dec. 3, precludes enforce- 
ment of those limitations. 

Some environmentalists do 
not see a problem with easing

"I think it is humanitarian and 
practical," said Lana Pollack, 
president of the Michigan 
Environmental Council. "We 
have something of extraordinary 
human need and is life saving. 
She did the right thing." 

Suspension of the earlier reg- 
ulation does not worry her coun- 
cil, a coalition of environmetal 
groups, said Pollack. 

"Gov. Granholm has a com- 
mitment to protecting the Great 
Lakes," Pollack said. "She can 
tell the difference between a real 


. emergency need and a real threat 


to the Great Lakes.” 

In a May 2005 article in Water 
and Waste Digest, Kim Jeffery, 
president of Nestle Waters North 
America, said bottled water 
companies use only about 0.06 


percent of Michigan's ground- 


water, 

Donna Stine, assistant policy 
director for the Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs, endorsed 
allowing extra bottled water, but 
disagree with the original 
restrictions, 

"We think the original restric- 
tions didn’t make a lot of sense," 
said Stine. "It's not how water 


is used but how much is with- 
drawn that affects the natural 
resources. And right now you 
can't take enough water out for 
bottled water to affect the Great 
Lakes." . 

At least two Republican legis- 
lators agree. | 

"I don't think it makes sense to 
treat bottled water on that basis," 
said Patricia Birkholz of 
Saugatuck Township, chair of 
the Senate Natural Resources 
and Environmental Affairs 
Committee. "We have to look 
at context of all products. 
export -latex paint from 
Michigan and: that has a high 
level of water, as does apple 
juice and baby food. 

_ "It leads to the question of 
whether there should be a ban at 
all." 

The main policy should be to 
preserve groundwater, not limit 
its use unnecessarily, said 
Senate Majority Leader Ken 
Sikkema of Wyoming. 

"It's a mistake to focus on one 
use," Sikkema said. “The 
approach has to be to protect the 
resource.” 

Other types of operations 
across Michigan can deplete

water supplies, Sikkema added, 

"I object to public policy that 
bottled water is the sole culprit,” 
Sikkema said. "It could be too 
much agricultural usage." 

Sikkema said that it's clear 
Granholm sees that the issue 
involves more than a single bot- 
tling plant. 

"The fact that the governor 
lifted the restriction says she 
recognizes that this one aquifer 
is not draining the resource,” 
Sikkema said. 

And Birkholz said, "It's a big- 
ger, broader issue than just bot- 
tled water, It should be the goal 
of every citizen to protect our 
resources so they will be here 
forever." 

One of the main problems in 
the Gulf region after Hurricane 
Katrina is the lack of drinkable 
water. 

Pollack said, "What we are 
seeing is a contamination of 
water. It is very expensive to 
import water and inconvenient 
to say the least. 

“It brings to mind how pre- 
cious clean water is and how 
fragile our own system is. We 
could be just as incapacitated as 
those in Louisiana.

The GHS varsity football team 
won its homecoming game last 
Friday with a 54-0 victory over 
the Harbor Springs Rams. The 
win — Grayling’s second consec- 
utive shutout — improved the 
team’s Lake Michigan 
Conference record to 2-0 and 
boosted the squad's overall 
record to 3-1. 

Grayling opened the game 
with an on-side kick, but the 
Rams recovered the ball and 
started at midfield.
